Banking That Is Building California 


Reduce Size of 
Army Divisions 


Efficiency and Mobility Is 
Sought in Cut From 
20,000 to 10,000. 


WASHINGTON. —Immediate re- 
organization of the regular army 
into units designed for the highest 
efficiency and mobility was an- 
nounced by the war department. 

The first step will be the reduc- 
tion from 20,000 to 10,000 men, the 
department stated. With that ac- 
complished, each division will be 
actually manned at full strength. 
Now, while the army theoretically 
has a large number of divisions, 
many of them are far below nor- | 
mal strength. 

The reorganization will be carried 
out simultaneously with an increase 
in personnel from 210,000 to 227,000, 
as ordered by President Roosevelt 
when he declared a state of limited 
emergency. 

Increase National Guard. 


At the same time the national 
guard will be increased from 190,- 
000 to 235,000. 

The increase in the regular army 
will be accomplished on a ‘“‘volun- 
tary’”’ basis, the war department 
emphasized, through voluntary en- 
listments. None of the 23,000 men 
in the reserve will be recalled.

| Ancient Mound Gives Up 
Bones and Queer Relics 

UNIONTOWN, PA.—Excavations 
of the Pennsylvania Indian research 
| are revealing remnants of the civ 
| ilization of the prehistoric mound 
| builders on a farm near New Salem, 
to Beets 
Archeologists of the research 
| group are slowly piecing together 
data and relics from a camp site of 
the mound builders, a people who 
flourished before recorded history. 
| In the early stages of excavation 
on the old Langley farm, skeletons 
have been uncovered, according to 
Philip Ventura, president of the 
Pennsylvania Indian research. 

The bodies have been identified as 
those of mound builders by George 
S. Fisher, of Finleyville, archeolo- 
gist for the research organization. 

Also found in one mound located 
in the former mound builder city 
were rocks carved with peculiar in- | 
| scriptions, a stone carved in the 
| shape of a turtle, and other relics, 


Asserts Salt Water Fish 


Is Facing Extermination 

WASHINGTON.—The ocean is not 
full of fish, a prominent geologist 
said, and the United States is in 
danger of using up wnat fish sup- 
plies are left on its ‘‘continental 
shelf’’ off the Atlantic coast. 

Practically all fish are concen- 
trated off the coast lines where they 
can obtain food, Dr. Frederick W. 
Lee of Washington told the Interna- 
tional Union of Geodesy and Geo- 
physics. 

Extensive fishing operations are 
rapidly depleting the number of fish, 
he said, and if fishing is not regulat- 
ed by the federal government “‘there 
won’t be any supply of fish along 
our eastern coast.’’

Forest Service Man Says 
WASHINGTON.—-The forest serv- 
ice announced that its campaign to 
increase membership in the Ancient 
and Honorable Order of Squirrels is 
meeting with gratifying success,

“The expansion of the regular 
army and the national guard, re- | 
cently authorized by the President 
in his executive order of Septem- 
ber 8, 1939, is being carried out en- | 
tirely on a voluntary basis; that is, | 
not only are enlistments in the reg- 
ular army voluntary, but also the 
increase of the national guard re- 
mains within the discretion of the 
governors of the respective states.

This force is 
composed of men who have served 
in the ranks of the regular army 
and who at the present time pre- | 
sumably are settled in civil life, but 
who have voluntarily enrolled in the 
regular army reserve. |

Record Number of Dis- 
asters Reported by 
Red Cross for Year 


The American Red Cross gave 
emergency relief and rehabilita- 
tion aid to 130,000 sufferers of 
157 disasters in the United States 
during the fiscal year ended June 
30, according to a report sub- 
mitted by DeWitt Smith, newly 
appointed director of the Red 
Cross disaster relief service. 

Mr. Smith said the number 
of disaster operations exceed- 
ed that of any previous year, 
with cloudbursts, epidemics, 
fires, windstorms, snowslides, 
and other catastrophes striking 
in 43 states and the territory of 
Alaska. Red Cross disaster relief 
expenditures totaled $2,276,109 
for the year. 

“Since its founding in 1881 the 
Red Cross has aided victims of 
2,495 disasters here and abroad, 
expending $143,000,000 for rescue, 
food, clothing, shelter, medical 
and nursing aid and the perma- 
nent rehabilitation of families 
unable to re-establish them- 
selves,” Mr. Smith said. 


Pigeons Make Long 
Good Will Flight 


NEW YORK.—Forty messen- 
ger pigeons recently completed a 
flight from Trujillo City, Domin- 
ican republic, to New York, car- 
rying a message of Pan-Ameri- 
can good-will to Mayor LaGuar- 
dia. The birds flew by way of 
Washington to commemorate Do- 
minican Republic day at the 
World's fair. The flight of birds 
was named the Columbus Memo- 
rial Pigeon flight.

realized. And today it is beyond 


human ability to measure the be- 
neficent results of the advent of 
Jesus nincteen centuries ago. 

At Christmas time spiritual 
qualities are more clearly recog- 
nized and valued, and are ex- 
pressed to a greater extent. It is 
not material gifts in themselves 
that count, but the thoughtful- 
ness, the loving-kindness ex- 
pressed in little tokens of love, the 
desire to surprise a loved one and 
to impart joy. Everyone values 
these signs of love, and seeks to if 
reciprocate by tendering, in e€x- 
change, appreciation and grati- 
tude.

This, then, shows whence come 
our blessings, ‘“‘and wither they 
tend.” 


It is the Christ-spirit, the ten- 
der influence of the Christ-power, 
that is making the world a better 
place in which to live. Gratefully 
may we acknowledge this sacred 
influence upon the lives of men, 
and seek to reflect divine Love, in 
spreading kindness, love, and 
cheer around us. Our true desire | 
finds expression in Mrs. Eddy’s 
Chrstmas message for 1900 (ivid., 
p. 257): “To this auspicious 
Christmastide, which hallows the 
close of the nineteenth century, 
our hearts are kneeling humbly.
